BERLIN, April 29.—*The hour 
of decision has arrived,” declared 
Herr Hittler today in an order to 
“shock troops,” calling upon 
them for “alarm readiness” from 
April 29 to May 1.

ENGLAND BESET 


Politics There Are in Worst 
Muddle in Years 


Spreads Alarm 
Plastic Electorate Another 
Cause of Worry 


BY SIDNEY THATCHER 

(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

LONDON, April 29.—British 
politics are in the worst muddle 
they have been in for years. 

The government with only one 
tried leader——Bonar Law, and he 
ill—ia beset with such danger- 
ous personalities as 
Lioyd George, Lord Birkenhead 
and Austen Chamberlain, while 
over all hangs the cloud of a pos- 
sible socialistic government and a 
realization, terrible to old-time 
British statesmen, that the elec- 
torate no longer will stand 
hitched. 

As regards the voters the Spec- 
tator consistently presents the 
case as seen by the most natural! 
observers when it says “the pres- 
ent era is one of those times when 
old values have lost their mean- 
ing, old prejudices their force, old 
axioms their sanctity and when 
opinions and ideas in the minds 
of men are plastic.” 


DAILY CHANGES 

That statement seems to cover 
the leaders as well as the rank 
and file as there is some change 
in the situation almost daily, 
which for a time apparently 
strengthens or momentarily weak- 
ens some personality. 

For the moment, however, none 
of them except Rameay MacDon- 
ald, leader of the labor party, has 
enough strength alone to threat- 
en the government. The vita! split 
in the Labor party and the unwill- 
ingness of MacDonald to attempt 
to overthrow the government un- 
til he schools most of his fol- 
lowers to the paces of leadership 
and whips into shape some of his 
undisciplined “wild men” is prov- 
ing a boon to the Bonar Law gov- 
ernment. In other words, none 
of the opposition is ready to make 
& move yet. 


LLOYD GEORGE PUZZLE 

One question that keeps emerg- 
Ing from the complexity of the 
situation is “what is Lioyd George 
up to?” It is true he tried to bury 
the hatchet with his old-time 
enemy; Herbert Asquith, in hopes 
of reuniting the Liberals but even 
if that should happen the liberals 
would only be the third party in 
the Commons on the basis of La- 
bor’s present strength. 

Mr. Asquith would indulge in no 
hatchet-burying, so Lloyd George 
is trying to reunite the party from 
the bottom upward as was clearly 
indicated in his orthodox partisan

Secretary Hoover to Talk at 
Opening Session

business viewpoint In the United 
States on European problems will 
be brought to the front in the 
proceedings of the opening day of 
the eleventh annual meeting o 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States in May.

He was instrumental in 
the formation of the transporta- 
tion conference, organized under 
auspices of the National Chamber 
of Commerce to attempt the 
formulation of suggestions for a 
national transportation policy em- 
bracing rail, water and highway 
carriers and his cabinet duties 
give him also a very direct inter- 
est In what American Dusiness men 
may feel as to the effect of the 
European situation on business at 


home. 

Whether he will find it - 
tune to make the views of the 
Washington administration clear 
as to proposals for an economic 
solution of the reparations and 
kindred problems has not been in- 
dicated.

CREDIT NOTED 


Federal Reserve Warns of 
Increased Borrowing 


Growth in Demand for 
C Predicted 


Lending Capacity Not in 
Excess of Needs 


ray A. P. KIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The 
Federal Reserve Board, in a for- 
mal statement tonight, again calls 
attention to the rapid expansion 
of credit demand and industria) 
roduction and warns that “a con- 
tinuance of this credit demand 
must soon result in increased 
borrowings by banks which are 
members of the Federal reserve 
system of the Federal reserve 
banks.” While the statement was 
issued as a summary of April bus- 
iness, it deals exclusively with the 
credit and production situation, 
and threads through it a compari- 
son with conditions in 1920- 

In its discussion of the ez- 
panding production, the board de- 
clares ‘“‘subetantial”’ inerease in the 
demand for currency is in pros- 
pect if the rapid growth of pay- 
roll amounts continues as it has 
since the middle of 1922. Should 
more currency be needed, the 
board adds, the banks will seek 
greater accommodation from the 
reserve banks to secure the addi- 
sional currency issued. 


LENDING CAPACITY 


“The present lending capacity of 
the country's banking system, in 
view of the great growth of th 
reserves at the reserve banks,” 
the statement says, “is not far in 
excess of the credit needs of the 
country’s productive capacity. In 
such a situation, it is the available 
supplies of labor and equipment, 
and not the potential supply of 
credit, that in the end must fix 


ities to loans for commercial and 
industrial purposes. Gold imports 
have recently been comparatively 
small, the net imports for Feb- 
ruary being qnily $7,000,000 and 
for March $5,600,000, compared 
with a monthly average of $20,- 
gg last year and $55,000,000 
in 1921, 


GOLD IMPORTS 

“If the gold movement continues 
at the present reduced scale,” says 
the statement, “the gold imports 
will not be sufficient to form «a 
basis for any considerable in- 
crease in credit extension by mem- 
ber banks and also to meet a 
growth in the demand for cur- 
rency. Furthermore, while banka, 
since the opening of the year have 
been able, in part, to increase their 
loans for commercial purposes by 
the use of funds withdrawn from 
investments and loans on securities, 
the extent of such transfer is lim- 
ited by the fact that the sale of 
such securities In excess of cur- 
rent savings indirectly leads to a 
demand for bank credits. Since 
the opening of the year, the month- 
ly rate of growth in commercial 
loans at member banks in leading 
cities has been nearly 2 per cent. 

Notwithstanding all of the influ- 
ences bearing on the situation, the 
board appears to believe the cur- 
rent expansion its being financed 
independently of the ederal re- 
serve banks. Thus, it says, the 
loans by the commercial banking 
institutions now become the yard- 
stick by which the expansion is 
measured rather than, as was the 
case in 1920, the increases or de- 
creases in the rediscounts by the 
reserve banks.

CREDIT DEMANDS 

While in no way connecting the 
action directly with the situation 
as regards present credit demands, 
the board makes pubiic for the | 
first time a new policy adopted by 
it and the governors of the Féed- 
eral reserve banks who recently 
held their annual epring confer- 
ence here. The board's new prin- 
ciple deals with open market ac- 
tivities of the reserve banks and 
says in part, that the time, man- 
ner, character and volume of open 
market investments purchased by 
Federal reserve banks be gov- 
erned with primary regard to the 
accommodation of commerce and 
business and to the effect of such 
purchases or sales on the general 
credit situation.” 

This policy, the statement ex- 
plains, places investment opera- 
tions of the reserve bank on the 
same general considerations es 
those provided in the Federal Re- 
serve Act for determination of dis- 
count rates. It serves also as a| 
gauge for the reserve banks 
to the degree of adjustment be- 
tween the requirements for reserve 
bank credit and the amount in 
actual use. 

Thus far, the board says, the 
business expansion has been char- 
acterized by a rapid increase in the 
output of basic commodities and, 
in this respect, the business recov- | 
ery from war conditions “is almost.

ORIGIN OF ROSARY 
PROBABLY IN INDIA’ 


Tt is not at all likely. I think, 
that the use of prayer beads origi- 
nated in Arabia or Egypt. It is to 
India that we must go for the 
home of this religious device—In- 
dia, “the mother of religions,” the 
land where the gods outnumber 
the people and where the people 
carry their zeal to the point of in- 
toxication. There is convincing 


aa evidence that the rosary existed in 


india long before it appeared in 
other parts of the world. At some 
remote period when the Vedas 


were still in vogue, the circlet of 
jewels or beads arose as 4 means 
of promoting meditation and regis- 
tering meritorious acts. It may be 
seen in multifarious coils about the 
necks of the gurus of today. 
Starting from India, we may 
clearly trace the spread of the 
rosary to the Buddhists of Ceylon, 
Burma and Siam, known as the 
Southern school, and especially to 
Tibet, where in Lamaism the 
faith of Gautama reached its low- 


est level. and whence the rosary, 


along with other customs, spread 
to China, Korea and Japan. 

The Mohammedans may easily 
have taken over the rosary through 
their contacts with India, or élse, 
as seems more likely, they learned 
its use from hermits.and monks of 
the Eastern or Greek church 
through their earlier contacts in 


| Palestine, Syria and Northern Af- 


oriental Christians, in 
turn, may have taken over the de- 
vice from the Indians by way of 
Persia and the caravan routes of 
the east. If we could say with cer- 
tainty that the Roman church bor- 
rowed the idea from the success- 
ors of Mahomet during. the cru- 
sades, the chain of development 
would be logical and complete. 

We must not rule out, however, 
the possibility that this aid to 
prayer sprang up spontaneously in 
different parts of the earth, under 
the pressure of the need of the 
human heart, everywhere the 
same. My own opinion inclines to 
the supposition that the rosary was 
adopted both imitatively and 
epontaneously. Throughout 
Buddhist world it was clearly 
copied from India. In the Chris- 
tian and Mohammedan worlds it 
appears to have had an independ- 
ent origin, but to have owed some- 
what to travel and trade.—l[Asia 
Magazine.

CULT INQUIRY 


House of David May Hear 
Murder Accusation 


Attorney-General Says Girls 
Well Coached 


“King” Called Just Teacher 
of Perjury 


BY DONALD EWING 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

ST. JOSEPH (Mich.) April 19. 
The State's House of David inves- 
tigations during the coming week 
will find the attention of its direc- 
tors divided between an inquiry 
already started into one supposed 
cult murder, rumors of a second 
death by violence and the begin- 
ning of proceedings which may 
bring wholesale perjury charges 
against “child brides” of the recent 
group weddings at the bewhiskered 
colony. 

In the meantime the inquiry 
into the reported burial of a naked 
young girl, showing bruises on her 
throat, in a coffin which’ the 
records state contained a 68-year- 
old woman, developed a new 
angle. 

MURDER THEORY 

It became known tonight that 
Atty.-Gen. Andrew B. Dougherty 
and his staff for several days 
have been trying to run down a 
report that a girl member of the 
cylt was turned over to the under- 
taker garbed in a bloody night- 
gown with her breast crushed. 

“If any one of those brides had 
told the whole truth when .testify- 
ing before Judge Harry Dingeman 
in this inquiry last week, I would 
be able right now to ask that im- 
mediate criminal proceedings be 
taken against Jenjamin Purnell, 
the House of David ‘king,’” said 
the Attorney General in discussing 
the results thus far of the inquiry, 
which he is directing personally. 

“Those girls were well coached 
before they went 
Their demeanor approached that of 
a professional witness, for they al- 
ways had memory lapses on im- 
portant points and frequently stood 
on their constitutional rights. Chil- 
dren don't generally know much 
about constitutional rights.”

RADIUM HOAX IN NEW 
TRICK OF GAMESTERS 
SELLING BROOKLYN BRIDGE 


WOULD BE EASY TO THE 
GERMANS 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
BERLIN, April 29.—The swind- 


ler who sold Broock'yn Bridge is 
the sort of confidence man who is’ 


compared with the suave MacKen- 
zen brothers, claiming to be neph- 
ews of Field Marshal Von MacKen- 
zen. They worked a twentieth 
century variation of the gold-brick 
game with fifty miligrams of 
leged radium, the genuineness of 
which was attested by forged cer- 
tificates of the government physi- 
cal laboratory. 

The syndicate of which the vic- 
tims were members raised funds to 
finance the purchase, planning to 
smuggle the “radium” out of Ger- 
many and sell it to a Swiss pur- 
chaser at a tremendous profit. 


The swindlers and their victims, 
accompanied by their wives, met 
to complete the deal at a secret 
rendezvous, as the transaction had 
many illegal features. One wom- 
an confederate of the swindliers at 
the last moment suggested that 
they demonstrate the marvelous ac. 
itvity of the radium, supposedly 
visible in a darkened room. A box 
was opened by one of the swind- 
lers who, in the excitement, 
dropped the precious vial which 
smashed to bits on the floor. 

The vietims swept up the sup- 
posed radium, had it analysed and 
found it te be about as radioactive 
as sawdust. 

The court condemned the Mac- 
Kenzens on a swindling charge and 
they now face trial for forging 
government certificates.

The election promises, as a matter of 
fact, to be a record-breaking one for Los 
Angeles city and county in many ways and 
a large vote is predicted.

Transportation condi-| 
tions in the city, due to the tremendous 
and rapid growth of Los An- 
geles, are admittedly inadequate, but the 
street railway companies are and have been 
for weeks asking permission at the City 
Hall to spend millions in extensions and 
for the building of the first unit of a $20, 
000,000 subway. In the opinion of The 
Times, allowing the McAdoo-Hellman busses 
to use the city streets will not relieve but 
will demoralize traffic conditions in Los 
Angeles. 

The Times urges an overwhelming “No” 
vote on these two propositions—Nos. 5 and 
6—on Tuesday's ballot. 

Proposition No. 1 would place the Chief 
of Police and the city purchasing agent 
under civil service. The objects sought 
under this amendment will not be accom- 
plished, The Times believes, and The Times, 
therefore, recommends that Proposition No. 
1 be defeated. 

Salaries of $8000 a year for the Mayor, 
$7200 a year for the City Attorney and 
$5000 a year for the City Auditor are pro 
vided under Propositions Nos. 2, 3 and 4. 
The present salaries of $4200 for the May- 
or, $4000 for the City Attorney and $3000 for 
the City Auditor are totally inadequate and 
in the opinion of The Times should be in- 
creased by the voters. 

The voters of Los Angeles have author- 
ized the issuance of millions of dollars in 
bonds for the upbuilding of Los Angeles 
Harbor and their faith in the future of the 
port has been more than justified in the 
tremendous business which has come to 


the port. The value of the tonnage han- 
dled over the city docks at the harbor this 
year will be at least $15,000,000. It is not) 
a question of getting the business to Los | 
Angeles Harbor these days; the problem 
is‘ how to handle it. Additional railroad 
facilities are needed to move the freight 
to and from the harbor. Every civic or- 
ganization in Los Angeles urged that the 
necessary permission be given the Santa 
Fe, and the Council granted the road the 
necessary franchise after securing conces- 
sions, including the total elimination of 
daylight switching on the long-existing | 
right of way of the railroad on Slauson 
avenue which will have the effect of re- 
ducing train movements, grade-crossing de- 
lays and hazards there 90 per cent. Oppo 
nents of the railroad and of the public in- 
terest, however, secured the placing of a 


proposition on tomorrow's ballot asking rat- 
ification of the Council's action. The Times 
strongly urges a “Yes” vote on this mat- 
ter (Proposition No. 7) so that another rafl- 
road can be added to the port facilities. 
The county government has on Tuesday's 
ballot proposed $7,000,000 bond issues for

the law of supply and demand. With the

“The recent rise in the price of sugar is 
not justified by an increased cost of produc- 
tion or refining. The world production of 
sugar in 1923 will apparently be greater 
than in 1922. A large crop of sugar is ex- 
pected this year in Burope in contrast to 
the smal! crop of last year. Therefore, 
more Cuban suger must find a market in 
the United States this year. Much of the 
sugar purchased in the last three months, 
when the sugarshortage propaganda was 
being widely circulated, is being held for 
speculative purposes.” 

No attempt on a large scale to corner 
any of the necessities of life has ever suc- 
ceeded. It was tried years ago with wheat 
and copper and brought Gnal disaster to 
the plotters. In 1920 the Cuban growers 
kept sugar off the market to boost prices 
and for a time it had that effect. In 1921 
Were was a tremendous accumulation of 
sugar and when the new crop came in the 
market broke and the island of Cubs faced 
general bankruptcy. 

Economic laws in the last analysis de 
pend more on the impulses of consumers 
than upon the efforts of producers and sell- 
ers to control markets. There is no legal 
statute to prohibit the manipulation of hu 
man impulses toward patronizing or refus- 
ing any particular foodstuff. That was done 
in the sugar price inflation. But when the 
consumer discovers that his human im- 
pulses have been played upon for the bene- 
fit of the few at the expense of the many, 
a day of reckoning for the transgressor a)- 
ways follows the discovery.
